When Prlnco 
Bismarck left tho roicbstag and reached tho 
street, after rending the imperial message 
dissolving tho reichstajr, he was received by

ilong and until he disappeared from view. 


An imperial decreo was issued in tho aftor- 


loou Imng Fob. 21 for the holding of aRon- 
cral election for members o£ tho now reichs- 
tas. Tho political campaign is already be- 
ng carefully planned and eagerly discussed, 
and tho possible change in tho political com- 
plexion of tho now body is the general topic 
of discussion. It is expected that tho ompcr- 
ror will inaugurate tho campaign by Issuing

much, afflicted. 
As the time for the execu- 


tion drew uoar tho other prisoners in tho 
jail, about 403 in number, and mostly ne- 
groes chanted their peculiar hymns with 
almost woird effect. 
At lliSOtho priionor 


and his counsel, Mr. Ben Crump, had a pri- 
vate inter view, tiia purport of which is not 
known, and at 1 p. m. Cluvorius was led 
frnm his coll. 


The gallows was erected hi tho jail yard, 


and the open space around it was packed 
with those who lield tickets to tbo execution, 
whilo outside somo lj,OOD people surged In 
vain attempt to got a glimpse or an inkling 
o£ what was going on inside, and gave vent 
to their foelinga by an occasional yell or 
whoop, 
Tiio prisoner was dressed in a neat 


suit of black, with a waterproof cloak, but- 
toned behind, thrown over o-lL 
As ho do- 


scended tho stops to tho jail yard tho pooplo 
on t.ho houso tops yelled. Tho scaffold was 
soon reached. Chive-rim was coo! and col- 
loctcd; ho did not quiver or show the slight- 
est nervous embarrassment. 
Ho stepped 


quickly and naturally up tho long flight of 
stops and stopped immediately in tho center 
of tho trap door. His face had on it a board 
oC several days' growth, and his countenance 
seemed fixed as by forco of great will power. 
SorgL Smith advanced to tho front of tho 
scaffold, and, in a loud and distinct voico, 
read the death warrant Turning to tho 
prisoner, after finishing tho reading, ha 
asked: "Ha vo you any thing to say i" To this 
Cluverius replied hi a voico inaudible ton 
feet awny: "Not a word, sir." 


Rev. Dr. Hatcher then said, "Let us all 


pray," and kneeling upon the rough pine 
boards of tho scaffold olforod a fervent ap- 
peal to the throno ot morcy. During this 
prayer tho prisonor romainod standing. No 
trace of 
excitement waj visible, except 


that 
his 
eyelids 
quivered every 
sec- 


ond. 
His hat had been removed, and his 


brown hair glistened in the sunlight 
When 


tho prayer wns ended tho condemned man 
asked Dr. Hatcher to como near him, and 
when tho doctor did so, n. few words in alow 
voico woro finid to him. Turning to the 
crowd below, Dr. Hatcher said: "I am re- 
quested by the prisoner to say just one word 
—that ho curries no ill-feeling to-day against 
any ono on earth." Dr. Hatcher thon turned 
aud bade theprisor.er farowolL 


Deputy Sergeant Alien tied his logs together 


and put tho black cap over his head and ad- 
justed it and tbo noose, which latter was 
niadoofsilk. At 1:03 o'clock the trap was 
sprung and the body o£ Cluvorius shot down- 
ward quickly. 
Theu a scone 
was wit- 


nessed. Tho silk rope did poor service, 
and 
it 
was seen that the nooso had 


slipped and tho ropo stretched fearfully. The 
feet of din-onus wore just touching the 
ground, and only a turn and a half of the 
noose was loft. Horror was on tho faces of 
tho spectators present, and in a minuta tho 
polio; wero ordering every ono to leave tho 
promises. Dr. Opponhoimer examined the 
body, and at lirst said the pulso was boating 
rognlarly; that there woro gnttoral sounds 
for six minutes, gasps for breath, and indica- 
tions of strangulation. The victim, howevor, 
did not writho. His hood ffutlg on ono side, 
and around tho nock was a red, livid mark, 
mado by tho fall of eight foot. Tho color of 
the countenance commoncod to change, and in 
sixteen minutes after the fall of tho drop 
Drs. Harrison, Bealo, and Caboll pronounced 
Hfo extinct. Dr. Onponuoimer said that the 
neck Imd been broken by the fall.

premo court of appeals of Virginia, and thw 
court sustained tho lower court, and ho was 
resentoucod to bo hanged on the 1 uth of De- 
cember, 1SSG. At tho request of Dr. Hatchoi 
ho was reprieved until Friday, and no step 
was forgo'Jton which would have tendod to 
aid him.

vcriiis was 23 years of age and bred a law 
yor, graduating at Richmond college here. 
He was a member of tho Baptist church and 
a supuriiitondont of a Baptist Sunday school.

from Eden. 
Ho feels tho need of opproach- 


ng God with a gift—of securing an atone- 
nout. 
This is one of tho most widespread 


isaRes of mankind. 
Ono of tho most gen- 


end terms for offering is used in tho record. 
3cn.cn wo cannot judge whether it was dia- 
_inctly a sin-offering, for tho technical 
terms arc not found until Inter, in the book 


Leviticus, but Bin offerings undoubtedly 


ixistctl from tho earliest period of the race, 
.Itlious'h in tho book o£ Leviticus tho word 
.isod hero (inir.eha) is applied to bloodless 
offerings (ii, 1, (I. 5, etc.). It is not stated 
why Gotl did not accept tho offering of Cain, 
while ho accepted that of Abel. It does not 
seem to have boon on account of tho blood- 
ess character of tho gift, as some affirm, al- 
though the shedding o£ blood was an essential 
:aetor in tho divinely instituted system of sac- 
rifices for Bin (Lev. "iv; Heb. ix. 22). 
Cain 


brought from tbo fruits of tho ground, for 
a-.-a. husbandman he had nothing else to 
bring. 
It is evident from the narrative 


that tho spirit -with which ho camo was not 
pleasing to God. God did not accept Cain's 
offering; ho did accept Abel's. Instead of 
yielding to tho divino will -with humility, 
Gain is very angry. In such a state of mind 
bis sacrifice could r.ot bo acceptable; and in 
this oldest account that is given of sacrifice 
TO see that God .makes tho saine high de- 
mands that tho heart of tho suppliant should 
bo right ns in tho writings of tho prophets. 
In this passage, sacrifices wliich aro brought 
as a niero form, whilo tho heart is far from 
God, are an abomination to him (Prov. 


God saw lurking in Cain's heart envy snd 


murder. 
He seems to havo regarded him 


ith something of tho samo abhorrence that 


ho did Isreal in tho time of Isaiah [Isa. i, 10) 
—"And when yo spread forth your hands, 
I will hide niy eyes from you; yea, when ye 
mako many prayers, I will not hear; your 
hands aro full of blood." 


Tho Warning to Cain (vs. 0,7).—But God 


is merciful to Cain in calling him to ac- 
count, in reproving him nnd in still offer- 
ing tho hope of pardon and favor. "If thou 
iloest well, shalt tuoa not bo accepted!'" 
(Revised Version). 
Yet Gotl gives him 


warning of tho danger which threatens 
him. 
:-IC thouiioest not well, sin'couch- 


eth' at tho door" (Revised Version)—as n 
hungry lion waiting to spring upon his 
prey—''111111 unto tbeo is its desire, bui. 
thou shouldst rulo over it" (Revised Ver- 
sion, margin), 
flcro ho is represented as 


master of his own heart, us able to rule 
over this wild beast—passion—and keep 
him out. Tlicr: is implied in this a responsi- 
bility for tho result. 
Cain might not after- 


ward urge as an cicu.se that ho was besiile 
himself v.ith rage, for in yielding to sin he 
yields of his own will (James i, 14). 


In tho Field (v, 7),—Tho raoro natural 


rendering seems to bo that oC tho margin in 
the Revised Version, which is supported by 
the most ancient authorities (tho Septungint, 
Sainnritinn, Syriao and Vulgate)—"and 
Cnin said unto Abel his brothel', Let us go 
Into the field; audit cacioto pass when they 


were in tlio field that Cain roso up against 
Abel his brother and slew him." 


It would seem according to this passago 


that Csin had no conception of God's pres- 
euco cvervwhere, of which tho psalmist 
speaks so clearly (Ps. 130). 
Ho appears to 


havo thought that by thus going into tho 
field ho could commit that dreadful deed, 
o[ which his heart was full, without God's, 
eecing him. 


Tho murder (vs. 0, 10).—This view seems 


to bo sustained by tho followinc verses, 


vTheu • CM' put; do qaesGbii, 'TThero is 
Abel thy brother.1" ho replies, "I know 
not; am I niy brother's keeper?" 
This 


shows that ho .does not realise that God must 
know what ho has done. 
At tho samo 


timo It batroys tho spirit o£ tho murderer 
la its Gictremb aolflshnera. 
Tho selfishness 


manifested by priect and Lcvito when they 
saw tho man wounded, In tho porablb of tho 
good Samaritan, and passed by on tho other 
side, is tho spirit of Cain, which will stoop 
short of nothing when self interest stands 
in tho way. 


In almost dramatic language God is repre- 


sented as asking Coin, "What hast thou 
done?" and a? saying, ns wo would trans- 
late tho passage, "Harkl thy brother's blood 
is crying unto mo from tho ground." 


Tho Punishment (vs. 11, 12).—It might 


seem here, as in tho caso of Adam, that tho 
chief punishment was inflicted by God; and 
that if his hand had not been laid upon 
Cain ho would havo had somo comfort in 
lifo. 
Tho fact "that tho ground will not 


yield its strength is not tho worst part of 
his punishment, or that ho is condemned to 
bo a fugitive and a wanderer. Like Orestes 
in classic story, ho is doomed to bo pur- 
sued by tho furies o£ his own conscience. 
Ho has opened tho door of his heart wide to 
tho demon who was lurking tboro. 
Ho can 


find no rest as ho passes from Jar.d to l.-.nd 
and us now scenes greet his oycs, for liis soul 
will bo filled with vomorso "for air.ui-dered 
brother. Well may ho cry, "My punish- 
ment is greater than I can bear" (v, 13). 
Tho margin of tho Revised Version sug- 
gests the reading, "3Iy iniquity is greater 
than cen bo forgiven."

for puiu'jhmeut and iniquity is identical. 
Iniquity involves punishment, not merely 
us inflicted by God, but as that with which 
an awakened conscience visits tho soul.

Demand for Domestic Service. 


Tho last census showed that tbero wen 


038,010 women employed in domestic service 
in tho United States. But this docs not moan 
that in 1SSO tbero was a demand for only 0!3S,- 
910 women in such employment. 
On tho 


contrary, at tho high wages now current (and 
those wages, it must bo remembered—making 
allowance for board and lodging—are higher 
than those received by tons of thousands of 
female school teachers, copyists, typewriters, 
etc.) there is a largo unsatisfied demand. Be- 
i<lcs, if greater competition were to reduce 
tho wages to a piano more consonant with tbo 
pay of skilled female labor tho present de- 
mand for domestic service would bo vastly in- 
creased. If "hired help" could bo hired for 
half what it now costs (and at that ratfi it 
would bo well remunerated in comparison 
with other employments), a host of families, 
especially in tho country, would keep sei'vniits 
who uow feel it impossible so to do, 


Thcro Li not a particle of doubt that at tho 


nil ing rates tens of thousands ot women can 
oosily find places. Thero is aslittic doubt that 
at smaller but still good wages tho number of 
women wbo could secure good employment in 
tho kitchen under comfortable conditions' ex- 
ceeds the whole number of workingwornon ill 
Now York, whoso misery is periodically set 
forth by tho nuwspapcrs. In other words, 
this misery might practically bo ended by tho 
victims themsolves if they would only give up 
trying to mako a living at dying rates in over- 
crowded industries, nnd enter a field where 
tboy are sure of steady work at good pay.— 
Mew York Post.
